FEDERAL AND STATE BANK NOTES. 
It is evident that a Democratic effort is to 


de made to force President Cleveland to ap- 


prove of the project for doing away with our 


for it a revival of the State bank in 
some form, Of course it is impossible to say 
how far he is willing to go in yielding to this 
pressure by the South, but there ate indica- 

tions that he is not disposed to accept any 
measure that does not preserve intact the 
leading features of the e bank note 
system. 

The plan proposed is a 8 pie- 
bald affair. It offers a substratum of 44 
heterogeneous State laws under which banks 
shall be organized and chartered, and a Fed- 
eral law under which they are to be operated. 
According to the scheme as outlined the 
National Government is to impose certain 
regulations, such as saying what the cur- 
rency shall be based on and to print the notes, 


| 80 as to preserve some kind of uniformity and 


interpose a better guard against counterfeit- 
ing than would be possible if the State notes 
were printed by any one who was able to exe- 
cute an order, whether given by a scoundrel 
or an honest man, The scheme “proposes a 
blending of jurisdiction under which it would 
be exceedingly difficult to say where 
the one begins and the other ends, And 
it is hard to see how scheme can 
be acceptable to those who have dendurced

under thecontrol of Congress. National super- 
vision by the General Government is the one 
thing that is most strenuously objected» to by 
the advocates of a State banking system. 


redemption securities being approved or re- 
jected by the Secretary of the Treasury with- 
out resigning their chief contention in regard 
to the issue of the State bank notes. 

The logical plan for augmenting the volume 
of currency without impairing its value would 
be that of retaining the national Banking law 
while arranging for liberalizing the securities 
on which bank notes may be issued. The 
banks might be allowed to issue one-half on 
the strength of State bonds ‘when the 
latter are undoubtedly good. If this would 
not be sufficient first-class city bonds might 
be accepted for half the issue security of a 
bank. Thus Chicago has a bonded indebted- 
ness of, say, 18 millions—all gilt edged seeuri- 
ties and as good as gold. No better seeurity 
can be found anywhere. Similarly, the City 
of New York has a bonded debt of about 100 
millions, the interest on which is always paid 
when due, and Boston has 40 or more mill- 


bonds of which are unexceptionably trust- 
worthy.’ There are enough of these first-class 
municipal and State bonds to furnish an 
ample security for bank note circulation with- 
out falling back on private corporation bonds 
for increasing the currency to as great an ex- 
tent as can be needed for business purposes. 

The tax on circulation should be retained to 
pay the expense of issuing notes and renew- 
ing for those which are worn by handling. 
Then we should have a perfectly coherent 
elastic and national system under which the 
money of any que bank would be equally 
good in all sections of the country. We should 
be free from the proposed dangerous and 
confusing mixture of Federal and State juris- 
diction, and evade the serious difficulty that 
otherwise would be presented in case any ene 


pass. a law enabling banks to. o ize 
for business within its limits. Baring 
would then be equally free for all 
who could comply with the uniform require- 
ments for safety to depositors and note-hold; 
ers, and with the great advantage that the 
notes issued by the banks of one State would 
be perfectly good in any other, a thing im- 
possible to secure under State banking. 80 
we do not want any such admixture as is pro- 
posed by the Southern Democrats and North- 
ern speculators, Which would revive some of 
the objectionable features of the old style 
wildcat banking if not all of them. We want 
a homogeneous plan, one applying equally to 
all the States and Territories, and giving to 
the people of all sections the benefits of a uni-

‘This is the kind of relief that most is 
wanted—relief which gives work rather than 
the relief which gives charity—relief which 
employs a man, makes him self-supporting 
and able to maintain his family instead of 


having them dependent upon the public, and 


which makes him a larger purchaser and con- 
sumer of other people’s products and thus 
gives the latter more work.. This is the nat- 
ural, proper, and healthy condition of indus- 
try. There is a lesson in all this for the work- 
ingman to consider, and he will be a wise 
man if he takes notice of this phe- 
nomenon of the times and studies its oper- 
ation and outcome intelligently and without 
prejudice. He will find after he has made his 
observations that it is always better for him 
when the capitalists or captains of industry 
can get on their feet again and can take their 
money or borrow money with which to begin 
work again and set the idle wheels in motion. 
Every thousand dollars he puts into productive 
employment sets a man at work once more, 
feeds, clothes, and houses him and his family, 
makes him a disburser of wages, and thus sets 
other men at work. 

In view of the utility of the captains of in- 
dustry and their close relations to the work- 
ingmen the latter well may ask themseltes 
if they have pursued a logical or profitable 
course by denouncing and threatening them 
and by doing all in theit power to harass and 
close them up. During the last three or four 
months many of these captainsof industry 
have been compelled temporarily to abandon 
their leadership by bad legislation, inducing 
loss of confidence, and other causes over 
which they had no control. While this may 
have been gratifying to the perverted feelings 
of workingmen yet they now must see that 
they have been the principal sufferers by this 
condition of things. Undoubtedly they have 
been led to take this unfriendly 
by their walking delegates and 
agitating demagogues, chevaliers of industry, 
who think that they will have more influence 
with and control over the men they represent 
if they point to certain persons as their ene- 
mies whose designs they promise to frustrate, 
but never do. Undoubtedly also some of them 
have been misled by pestiferous Anarchist 
agitators who have worked upon their pas- 
sions and have beguiled them into the beiief 
that a millennium is at hand for them if they 
will break down all capita!, revolutionize so- 
ciety, and possess everything in common. By 
this time, however, and in view of prevailing

conditions, workingmen ought to see that the 


relations between the captains of industry are 
closely interdependent, that when one goes 
down the other must and that they must stand 
or fall together, and seeing this it should oc- 
cur to them that their only hope is to stand by 
the captains and that they should do every-

ABOLISHING GRADE CROSSINGS. 
The City Council will reconvene next Mon- 
day, when it is expected that Mayor Harrison 


will report the result of his efforts at com- 


promise with the railroads in reference to the 
abolition of the grade crossings. At its last 
session the Council adopted an order per- 
mitting the Mayor to select an engineer to as- 
sist him in his negotiations with the steam- 
road corporations and gave him full power to 
It is 
understood that Mr. Harrison has not been 
idle. He appointed Col. Howard Ellers as his 
engineering assistant, and both have had 
frequent conferences with the parties on the 
other side during the last month. The result 
probably will be a number of recommenda- 
tions for compromise, These in turn are 
likely to be acted on promptly because 
agreement on any one plan will 
lead to the employment of a large number of 
men in desirable improvements, Railroad 
companies, like the Pennsylvania corporation, 
for instance, have deferred action on many 
projects pending some agreement with the 
city. Once an agreement is reached those en- 
terprises will be proceeded with and employ- 
ment will be afforded and money put in circu- 
lation. Any plan that may be adopted will be 
in the nature of a compromise, no doubt. 
The main idea will be to abolish the danger- 
ous grade crossings. The Council must deal 
with the various plans promptly and in a lib- 
eral and candid spirit in order to win public 
approval. 


COINING THE “ RAKE-OFF.” 

It is reported that the administration has 
resolved on the introduction of a bill to coin 
the six thousand and odd tons of silver bullion 
now in the National Treasury as a means of 
meeting the deficiency in revenues as com- 
‘pared with current expenditures. The propo- 
sition is to coin the silver at the 16 to 1 ratio, 
putting only 37144 grains of the pure metal 
into each dollar, whose intrinsic value is only 
58 cents, and pending the coinage to issue 51 


millions in silver certificates, that being the 


equivalent of the “ seigniorage or rake-off on 
the silver purchased under the Shernran law. 
This difference will amount to more than 61 
millions if the Treasury makes another month- 
ly purchase previous to the repeal of the pur- 
chasing clause in the Sherman law,

chasing clause is intended to prevent the do- 
ing of—namely: the increasing of our big 
load of silver certificates to be kept at parity 
with gold without any reinforcement of the 
gold redemption fund.

That would reéstablish our credit, while the 
plan proposed is as objectionable for the Na- 
tion as it would be for a business-man or cor- 
poration whose credit was in question be- 
cause of being strained to issue more checks, 
though it was well known there were no funds 
in bank with which to meet them, 


INCONSISTENT ALTGELD, 

The workingmen are told by Gov. Altgeld 
that if this country is placed on a narrow 
gold basis you will not be troubled with any 
of those cheap dollars. the big newspapers 
claim, you do not want.” It is evident that he 
himself does not want to be troubled with any 
of them, for when he makes out leases he 
provides specifically that he shall not be paid 
in cheap dollars, but in gold eagles. The sil- 
ver dollars might drop to 58 cents and it 
would not bother him, for none can be ten- 
dered him in payment of rent. Why then 
does he try to make the workingmen believe 
that Cheap John dollars would be a good 
thing for them? Why does he try to discredit 
newspapers which, by demanding honest 
money, have shown that they were the true 
fricnde of the workingman, who would be the 
first and most defenseless victim of cheap 68- 
cent dollars. The effect of a fluctuating de- 
preciated currency inevitably is to keep the 
purchasing power of the wages of labor below 
what it would be were those wages paid in 
honest money. The employer being unable 
because of these fluctuations to tell in ad- 
vance what the purchasing power will be of 
the money paid him for his products insures 
himself as much as he can by paying lower 
wages. Altgeld knows that. Why then is he 
trying to throw the workingmen into the arms 
of the Cheap John free silverites, at the same 
time making leases which protect him against 
payment in those cheap silver dollars? 


STORMING OF INDIANAPOLIS. 

Indianapolis was stormed and captured yes- 
terday by the veterans of the Grand Army of 
the Republic and surrendered without resist- 
ance, They did not turn out in as large num- 
bersas they did last year, fer as each year 
goes by their ranks decrease, and many of 
them year by year grow too old and infirm to 
allow of their makuig the journey to the an- 
nual rendezvous. It was noticeable also that 
in the grand march their pace was a little 
slower than usual, that there were more crip- 
pled and feeble ones, and that two-thirds of 
the old soldiers had to carry walking-sticks 50 
that their endurance should not be overtaxed. 
But they were there nevertheless by thou- 
sands, and they carried their heads high and 
maintained their old bearing of pride and ex- 
ultation in the day they celebrated. They 
carried the Stars and Stripes and the old bat- 
tle flags they had followed in battle, and they 
marched to the stirring old war music from 
scores of bands. Illinois as usual had the 
post of honor, and Old Abe”’ of Wisconsin 
was not far away, Thus hour after hour they 
filed along, State by State.. It was a great 
celebration. Even Confederate Hoke Smith 
heard of it and had his pension .rulings mod-. 
ified; The great gathering compelled a 
change of front at Washington, as it many a 
time had done farther south.

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GLADSTONE’S PROGRAM. 

Mr, Gladstone has promptly announced his 
program for what is called the autumn par- 
liamentary session, which, however, will not 
open till Nov. 2. It is brief and simple. It 
includes but two measures, but these are of 
great importance, One is the employers’ 
liability bill, which proposes to render 
employers liable for injuries to workingmen 
in actual service through lack of proper safe- 
guards, A bill answering to the requirements 
of the occasion was introduced in the early 
part of the present session by Mr. Fowler, one 
of the official Liberals. It did not meet with 
general approval. It will have to be modified 
and reintroduced in a form to meet the views 
of the Liberal members from the constitu- 
encies through which the London and North- 
western railway runs, so that employés 
of that corporation may contract them- 
selves out of the law,’ as they 
put it in England. The employés in 
question are protected by an insurance 
agreement with their employers, which is far 
more liberal to the workingmen than the gov- 
ernment scheme. They do not want to aban- 
don their advantages, and one of their Liberal 
representatives, William Bright McLaren, a 
nephew of John Bright, proposed an amend- 


ment to the original bill; which is likely to be . 


incorporated in the new measure. The Liber- 
als recently lost Hereford because their candi- 
date would not accept the McLaren amend- 
ment, The government has thus been taught 
a lesson from which it is likely to profit. The

Stanley himself since 
his horrible march across the continent has 
had no further ambition for African explora- 
tion, and now that his friend Emin has made 
a banquet for the Congo cannibals it is not 
likely that other explorers will care to make 
individual quests in that dark region. 


Tun Trrsvuns criticised last week a portion 
of an interview with ex-Gov. Murphy of 
Arizona, wherein he was reported as saying 
that there was no excuse for the present lack 
of circulating medium, and that there was 
plenty of silver which could be put into circu- 
lation by paying the pensioners in silver dol- 
lars. The gentleman in question says that 
the reporter misunderstood him and made 
him say what he had no intention of saying. 
It appears that he had no thought of paying 
out the dollars now inthe Treasury which 
are represented by outstanding certificates, 
recognizing the illegality and dishonesty of 
such a proceeding; nor did he censure the 
Treasury officials for anything they have 
done or not done, What he meant 
to say in his interview was that he 
wished the silver bullion now in the Treasuty 
to be coined largely for the purpose of add- 
ing to the circulation the seigniorage or ‘‘rake- 
off” of about $51,000,000. To any such 
proposition Tun Taro unalterably is op- 
posed, and while glad to learn that Mr. Mur- 
phy had no idea of meddling with the silver 
dollars represented by outstanding certifi- 
cates it regrets that he cannot see the unwis- 
dom of adding $51,000,000 to. the amount 
of silver certificates which the United States 
must protect and keep at par witK gold with- 
out at the same time providing for strength- 
ening the gold redemption reserve, The gov- 
srnment has its hands full now in taking care 
of the vast mass of silver certificates out- 


standing. 


Buatuersxire Senator Coke of Texas says: 
If this bill passes the free men of America will 
have bowed their necks to the yoke of European 
domination in their foreign and domestic finan- 
cial affairs. Rothschild and the Bank of En- 
land, with their connections, dictate the finan- 


cial policies of Europe, and if the single gold 


standard is established in America then Roths- 
child and the Bank of England, with their New 
York associates, will become the arbiters of 
Ameriean finance aud the dictators of our finan- 
cial policy, because they control the gold which 
we will be compelled to have. 

The blatherskite Senator may be the son of 
a prophet, but he has never given any evi- 
dence that he is one himself. He is the far- 
sighted man who said in May, 1878, seven 
months before the resumption act went into 
effect:

In view of the wonderful inability to fathom 
the secrets of the future displayed by blather- 
skite Coke in 1878 it is safe to assume that 
he is no safer guide now than he was then.

and this must have increased our exports of 
gold, since it has been shown pretty con- 
clusively that an increase of money be- 
yond the wants of the people does not 
materially increase the amount actually in 
circulation, and the ‘tendency always is to hide 
or export that which is most generally pre- 
ferred. Soitis reasonable to expect that the 
augmented exportation of silver will cause an 
addition to our stocks of gold, and thus fail 
to produce the contraction of the currency 
which some folks talk of as certain to follow 
the repeal. The consequence should and’ 
doubtless would be an increase in our stock 
of gold money instead of a further expansion | 
of a silver currency which intrinsically is

Trains Packed with People Who Desire 
‘Lots in the Cherokee Strip. 

Arkansas City, Kas., Sept.'5.—[Special. ]—

homes on the Cherokee Strip. The private 
town companies are as numerous almost as 
grasshoppers in Kansas, all promising great 
wealth to those who are let in on the ground 
floor for a consideration. The great rush will 
be for — but twelve miles from 
the south line of the strip, 
powerful influences are at work for 
ing of a private city just north of the 
Ponca reservation and twelve or fifteen miles 
north of Perry; and men mounted on the 
fleetest horses will rush for this site. 

From all the Western States are arriving 
men who have been thrown out of e:mploy- 
ment, and who have but little money, byt 
who hope to better their coridition by specula- 
tion in town lots and farming lands. In every 
creek bottom, in every draw besides every 
sheltered stream, on the north and south for 
twenty miles back from the dead line,” 
may be found the camps of boomers, whose 
horses are in training for the run. 
One of these men is Jacob Yeoum, who is ac- 
companied by his wife and seen children. 
Mrs. Yocum said they had traveled in ten 
States since their marriage; that their seven 
children were born in the wagon in which she 
was sitting; and that for eleven years she had 
not once passed a night beneath a roof. There 
are Many more very nearly approaching the 
same state of vaga bondage. any more fire- 
arms are to be seen than were observed at the 
first opening.

EXPRESS CAR WRECKED BY DYNAMITE. 


Desperate Effort of Train Robbers to Ob- 
tain Valuable Booty—One Captured. 

5.—Express Train 
No. 1 on the Frisco westbound was flagged 
with a red light at 9 o’clock tonight a few 
miles east of Pacific, about forty miles west 
of St. Eouis.

100 Cents Make a Gold Dollar. 

Kwoxviixe, HI., Sept. 4 Editor of The Trib- 
une. }—-Will you tell your readers how many 
cents’ worth of gold bullion there is in a gold 
dollar; that is, does the government make any 
profit by alley and coin ing? Silverites here say 
the government — ds value. Do this to 
settle a dispute, please? 

ANSWER. 

There are 100 cents’ worth of gold in the gold 
dollar. The government makes nothing by coin- 
ing that dollar, and no part of it is fiat. The 


bailion in a gold dollar is worth just as much as. 


the coined dollar. When United States mer- 
chants export gold to pay foreign balances gold 
bars sell for the same per ounce as coined dollars 
per carats fine. And when Europeans export 
gold bars to New York they get as much for it 
per ounce as for American éagles sent home per 
weight of equally fine metal.

Therefore, during the 
years he mentions those notes had a special 
value, being as good as gold forthe. payment of 
customs duties, though they must have been ex- 
ceedingly scarce at that time. But at the time to 
which Tus Trrsune referréd—during the winter 
of 1861-'62—they were at a discount, eventhough 
receivable for customs, because they were in ex- 
cess of the amount of money which the govern- 
ment was collecting for that purpose. After the 
first great issue of greenbacks, and when, owing 
to higher duties, the receipts from customs were 
greatly increased, these demand notes rose to 
gold par. But had the greenbacks been made 
receivable for customs the demand notes would 
not have stood on a better footing than they did.
